Although our fall sales, in spite of business depression, were 
much~larger than ever before we can still offer a fine large assortment of choice 
thrifty: stock, and having had a most favorable growing season we can very confi- 


dently promise entire satisfaction to all purchasers of our stock. 


It is now some stxteen years ago that we first commenced in a small way grow- 
ing a few vines and plants for nurserymen and dealers, and having been from the 
very Start so fortunate as to give satisfaction to our customers, we have steadily in- 
creased our planting and sales every year. We now, while not the largest concern 
in the business, have as complete a plant as can be found, and every appliance for 
the successful promotion of our business. We have one of the most skillful propa- 

gators in this country, some half-acre of glass, large and improved cellars, commo- 
dious packing grounds and sheds, and are thus enabled both to grow stock of the 
finest quality and to fill orders quickly and accurately. 


Our Grading i is done by experienced men who thoughtly understand their 
business, and is guaranteed to please. The fact that a large proportion of ‘our first 
customers (those who are still living and in business) have been on our order-book 
every scason up to the pressnt time, is very gratifying proof of their satisfactory 
dealings with us, and enough to assure those who have never ordered from us that 
they will be well treated. 


SPEREIALTIES.—While we also grow a general assortment of nursery 
stock, our principal attention is given to choice specialties in the ornamental line, 
such as Clematis, Fine Roses, Flowering Shrubs and Decorative Trees. We have 
correspondents in Japan and the principal countries of Europe, through whom we 
are continually obtaining such new varieties as promise to be of especial value; and 
we also have from time to time new things of our own originating, all of which are 
thoroughly tested before being put on the market. Our propagation and planting 
include Hybrid Perpetual, Moss and Climbing Roses, Clematis, Ornamental Shru's 
and Trees, Evergreens, Grape Vines, Currants, Gooseberries and other small Fruit 
Plants and Fruit Trees. 
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PRICES.—Our expenses being comparatively light, we are able to offer 
strictly first-class stock at very low priees. Wedo not price our lists by items, for 
the reason that we can usually make better pricés when a customer advises us of his 
exact wants in the various lines of varieties, than we can by pricing items separately. 


PACKING.—We make no charge for packing beyond the actual cost of the 
boxes, which we make ourselves, and at the ee possible figure. Our charges for 
boxes will be found to be about 30 per cent less than those of many other firms. 


SHIPPING.—We have the New York Central, the West Shore and the 
Pennsylvania Railroads and can ship in any direction with the surety of prompt 
arrival at desination, We also have special arrangement with our freight agents 
that every shipment be followed with a tracer, so as to preclude the possibility of 
delay. The express companies represented here-are the American, the National and 
the Adams, Our responsibility for goods ceases when we have delivered them to 
forwarders. 


TERMS.—Bills for Fall shipments are due December 1; for Spring ship- 
ments June 1; except with parties who are unknown to us and unrated by the 
mercantile agencies, when remittances must precede shipments. All orders subject 
to stock being unsold on receipt of same, 


We exercise the utmost care to keep al] stock pure and true to name, and stand 
ready to replace free any which is proved not to be so, but do not hold ourselves 
liable for a greater amount than the original price of the gools, It is also under- 
stood that we are not to be held liable for shortage caused by loss of stock from 
drought, flood or other unforeseen and unavoidable caases. 


ES COMPATIBLE WITH IT. 
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- -TTARDY Roses have for many years been our chief specialty, and we pride our- 
selves, very justly we think, on the large assortment of desirable varieties we 


have to offer for this season. They are strong two-year-old plants, and, with the 
exception of a few low-growing sorts, will average two or three feet or more in 
height. They are out-door grown, clean, vigorous and healthy, well-branched and 
with good roots. The most of our Roses are on our own roots, Some of the Mosses 
and a few other valuable varieties which it is undesirable or impossible to, propagate 
from cuttings, we offer in strong budded plants. They are worked low on Manetti stocks, 
are kept free from suckers and in every way first-class, 


We have no hesitancy in asserting that our Roses will give much better satisfaction, 
both to dealers and planters, than the foreign stock which is now being offered 
so freely, and, taking into consideration the freight and other expenses of importing, 
the difference in cost is very slight, if any. One point of superiority of our Roses 
over foreign stock is that our plants are perfectly acclimated and will succeed almost 
anywhere in this country. Foreign stock is grown on yery different soil and under 
very different climatic conditions from what we have here, and the sudden change, 
together with the long transportation, proves fatal to a large proportion of the plants, . 
The importance of this to those who wish for good success, or want their customers 
to get satisfactory results, cannot be over-estimated. Other points are that we can 
supply most varieties of Roses a7 ew 2100/5, and that they can be depended on as being 
true to name, which our own experience has taught us is very often not the case with 


foreign stock.
